Knapp was convicted of murder In the 
first degree for the mutdei of his 
wife, Hannah, by n jury In Judge 
Beldin'acoutt cere. 

The verdictiwaa reported at 7 30. the 
jury having been out since 5 o'clock 
yesterday. To the surprise ot every- 
body, there was no reconi meudation 
lor mercy, and the fntuons criminal 
must go to the death chair.
